The Claim is Made that Rev. Mr. flio- 
shaw Has Admitted to the Killing 
of His W ife—Is Now in Prison at 
Jefferson City for the Crime—Of 
fense W as a Brutal One. 


Indianapolis, IntfT, Sept 24.—At tho 
recent meeting of the Methodist con­ 
ference at Evansville, a number of 
persons stated that Rev. William E. 
Hinshaw, confined in 
the 
southern 
prison for wife murder, had made a 
confession of his crime, and it 
ap­ 
peared from these statem ents that it 
was a secret known only to members 
of the conference and coming to them 
in such a way that they did not feel 
at liberty to make names and details 
public. 
It now transpires th at Hinshaw, soon 
after the murder of his wife, and while 
still preaching at Belleville, Hendricks 
county, consulted a young lawyer who 
was a personal friend and between 
whom and himself had been a long­ 
standing intimacy. 
The friend be­ 
came convinced that Hinshaw’s story 
of the burglars being in his house was 
untrue, and after Hinshaw’s arrest for 
the crime he sent for his friend and 
wanted him to defend 
him. 
He re­ 
fused. and advised Hinshaw to throw 
himself upon the mercy of the court. 
According to the story, Hinshaw said 
he and his wife had returned home on 
the night of the murder. 
They were 
in bed when his wife began a quarrel 
by upbraiding him for his 
relations 
with a young woman, whose name af­ 
terw ard appeared in the trial. 
The 
wife was furious in her anger and the 
husband was lashed to frenzy by her 
words. 
When the quarrel was at its height, 
according to the reported confession, 
she seized a revolver and shot him. 
He 
struggled with her for possession 
of the weapon, and, having obtained It, 
his anger being at a white heat and 
hardly knowing what he did, he fired 
and killed her.

of the City of Leadville, Colo. 
Denver, Col., Sept. 24.—At 7 o’clock 
Gov. Mclntire sent a telegram of in 
structions to Gen. Brooks at Leadville 
giving that officer full power to act as 
his representative in suppressing riot 
In that city and district. Gen. Brooks 
is specially instructed to permit no in­ 
terference from any source whatever, 
and to act with or without the co­ 
operation of the local authorities. This 
practically amounts to a declaration 
of martial law. 
No further violence has been report­ 
ed at Leadville, but as it is known that 
more than 500 new model Winchesters 
are in possession of the rioters, as well 
as large supplies of dynamite, grave 
fears are entertained by both the citi­ 
zens and the military. 
Gov. Mclntire has sent orders to the 
two 2d regiment companies held in re­ 
serve, one at Lake City and the other 
a t Monte vista, to proceed at once to 
Leadville. This will place at the gen­ 
eral’s immediate disposal 850 soldiers, 
including the Chaffee light artillery, 
with gatling guns, and also the Den­ 
ver city troop of cavalry.

A Common H ouse Fly Travois a Milo Ie 
Thirty-three Seconds. 
It is the poular belief that the flight 
of the birds is much swifter than that 
of the insects, but a number of natur- 
alistc who have been making a study of 
the m atter think that such is not the 
case, says Science. 
A common house 
fly, for example, is not very rapid in 
its flight, but its wings make 800 beats 
a second and send it through the air 
twenty-five feet, under ordinary cir­ 
cumstances, in that space 
of time. 
When the insect is alarmed, however, 
it has been found that it can increase 
its rate of speed to over 160 feet per 
cccond. If it could continue such rapid 
flight for a mile in a straight line it 
would cover that distance in exxactly 
33 seconds. 
It is not an uncommon 
thing when traveling by rail in 
the 
summer time to see a bee or wasp keep­ 
ing up with the train and trying . to 
get in at one of the windows. A swal­ 
low is considered one of the swiftest 
of flying birds and it was thought until 
recently that no insect could escape 
It.

CAN THE CITY BUY 
THE WATER PUNT 


LAWYERS DO NOT AGREE ON 
THE PROPOSITION. 


City .Attorney McElroy Holds that to 
Purchase Would Compel the City 
to Exceed Constitutional Limit of 
Indebtedness—Messrs Winans and 


Jeffris Disagree With Him 


Can the city buy the water works? 
That is the question. 
Hon. John Winans and M. G. Jeffris 
say “ yes ” 
City Attorney McElroy Bays “ no.” 
Akd there you are. 
The committee of tne council hav­ 
ing the matter in charge, have had 
several meetings, but as yet no con­ 
clusion has been reached. 
Mr. McEiroy contends that the city 
cannot buy, because 
if 
sufficient 
bonds were issued to a: ake the deal, 
the amount of the city’s indet ted ness 
would exceed the constitutional limit 
cf 5 per cent of the assessed valuation 
of the property in the city. 
Hon John Winans says that the 
city can buy, 
because 
the bonds 
against the plant would simply be 
claims against the plant and would 
not represent a municipal indebted­ 
ness. 
In case the stockholders had 
to protect themselves 
they 
would 
6rmply take the plant the city not 
being responsible. 
Thus it comes to the question of 
whether or uot, if the city bought the 
equity in the plant, the bonds would 
become 
a municipal 
indebtedness 
or remain 
simply a lien 
on 
the 
property. 
Mr. 
Winans’ 
position, 
therefore, 
is, 
it 
is 
said, 
that 
the city would not assume the bonds, 
and therefore the plant can be bought 
without bxceedirg the constitutional 
limit of indebtedness. 
Mr. McElroy does not look at it 
that way, as he says the city must be 
responsible for the bonds, and that 
thus the amount to he raised, must ex­ 
ceed the limit 
When the committee will make a re­ 
port is not yet known, hut it is said 
that the report, when made, will in­ 
clude the written opinions of the at­ 
torneys. 
It was learned at last night's meet­ 
ing of the committee, that the ques­ 
tion of the purcbat e of the plant must 
be referred to the people at some elec­ 
tion. 
The statutes of the state eay 
that it takes a majority vote to decide, 
hut the city charter requires a two- 
thirds vote. 
The chairman of the committee was 
instructed to get a statement from 
the Water company aa to the price at 
wnich they will sell the plant,and ad­ 
journment jvas taken.

battery in the same circuit. 
It follows 
that when a hit is made the circuit is 
closed, and the bell rings and continues 
to ring until stopped by the person in 
charge. 
A special arrangement in each 
foil handle provides that only a direct 
point produces a ring. Two entirely 
electrically distinct circuits are used, 
each including a bell, foil and jacket; 
flicks or blows or grazes produce no re­ 
sult. The bells being of different tones, 
and, moreover, placed on opposite sides 
of the room, there is no difficulty in de­ 
ciding who has scored a hit, or, in cases 
of almost simultaneous hits, who deliv 
ered the point first. 
By a simple ar 
rangement the wires passing from the 
Datteries to the combatants’ collars are 
cept well out of the way, however sud­ 
den may be their movements of advance 
or retreat.
